REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MICROMETRY. 



To the American Society of Microscopists: 

The following statement by the Secretary of the committee will 
indicate the progress made since the last report. 

The following papers have been presented to the Society and are 
incorporated in the Proceedings of the Society: 

"Determination of the Absolute Lengths of Eight Rowland 
Gratings at 62 Fahr." Prof. W. A. Rogers. (Vol. VII., p. 151.) 

" Methods of Dealing with the Question of Temperature in the 
Comparison of Standards of Length." Prof. W. A. Rogers. (Vol. 
VIII., present vol., p. 67.) 

" A Further Study of Centimeter Scale ' A '." Prof. Marshall D. 
Ewell. (Vol. VIII., p. 75.) 

"Comparison of Standard Centimeter, ruled on Glass by Chas. 
Fasoldt, with Centimeter Scale 'A'." Prof. Marshall D. Ewell. 
(Vol. VIII., p. 83.) 

The results of comparisons of " A " by Professors Rogers and 
Ewell are given on page 82 of the present volume of Proceedings. 
They serve to give additional value, of an interesting nature, to this 
much-worked-over scale. 

The comparisons of Scale " A " with the second of the copies 
made by Mr. Chas. Fasoldt show facts of interest regarding Mr. 
Fasoldt's copies of " A." 

The first Fasoldt copy of " A " (Fasoldt Scale F) was made the 
subject of comparison with " A " by Professors Rogers and Anthony 
(see Proceedings, vol. VI., p. 224). This scale was accidentally 
destroyed by Mr. Bulloch in 1885, and the object in comparing 
the remaining copies is to determine the uniformity of the work 
of Mr. Fasoldt. 

The comparisons of " F, I " (the second copy of Mr. Fasoldt) 
with "A" by Prof. Ewell indicate a close similarity between Mr. 
Fasoldt's scales. They are much better copies of each other than 
of " A," as was intended. 
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I have numbered the third copy of Mr. Fasoldt's " F, II," so that 
the three copies will be known as " F " " F, I " "F, II ** hereafter. 
Prof. Ewell will be requested to undertake the comparison of " F, 
II " with " A " at an early moment. 

While the work in micrometry has been of the utmost value, and 
contributes to a most complete knowledge of the values of the scales 
belonging to the Society, it is hoped that before another meeting 
copies of " A " may be obtained for distribution, if this is to be the 
ultimate object of the work of the committee. 

To Prof. Rogers we must look for these copies, his name will 
give that assurance of reliability and accuracy which should stamp 
the plates to be sent out by the Society.
